West Point, Ga., January 20.—Al- 
though towns along the lower Chat- 
tahochee river tonight reported record 
flood stages, with the turbulent wa- 
ters still rising rapidly, accompanied 
by huge damage to property and men- 
ace to refugees, points north of Eu- 
faula, Ala., were out of danger and 
the Chattahoochee, having 1:eached its 
crest, was receding gradually. 

Reports reaching here sporadically 
throughout the day from Eufaula 
said that the Chattahoochee river 
| there registered 60 feet at noon, the 
highest point in its history. A gov- 
| ernment barge and a pile-driver were 
| 


sunk, and the Georgia and Alabama 
power plant at Criddles mill—which 
‘supplies southeast Alabama points— 
was flooded and forced to shut down. 
Two homes and a cotton gin, owned 
‘by Clifford Foy, were completely 
'swept away by the raging flood tide. 
| At Columbus, Ga., where tlL2 Chat- 
‘tahoochee river reached 45 1-2 feet 
late Monday night, the waters were 
| receding slowly today. Besides the 
| crippling of business and the inconven- 
ience of a disabled light and power 
plant and some minor damage, Co- 
lumbus weathered the high waters 
without a severe mark. 
Flooded Uumes Seen. 

All along the Chattahoochee river, 
however, especially in unsettled areas, 
flooded homes were seen and refugees 
were noticed camping along the rail- 
road tracks in tents. Hundreds have 
been made homeless by the recent 
floods. Only a few deaths, neverthe- 
less, can be attributed directly to the 
high waters, two boys were drowned 
from a canoe at Albany, Ga., and 
eight others elsewhere perished in- 
directly from the flood. 

Here at West Point, the flood did 
spectacular things, but no one was 
; hurt and the local chamber of com- 
| meree reported tonight that it had the 
situation well in hand. It is known 
that between 49 and 50 families Jiv- 
ing in or immediately adjacent to 
West Point were made homeless by the 
high waters, last night, nearly a hun- 
dred persons took refuge and slept in 
pews in the Catholic church here. 
The Pres>yterian church. also was 
thrown open to those driven from their 
homes by the flood. Many light frame

A clash at the fore@von 
session of the conference between 
Stephen G. Porter, head of the Amer 
ican delegation, and Viscount Cecil 
was followed in the afternoon by Ire- 
land breaking away from the British 
lead and striking a blow at British 
hegemony over her dominations and 
commonwealth. Michael MacWhite, 
the Irish free state envoy at Geneva, 
came out flatly for the American pro- 
ject and flayed the covenant drawn up 
by the first opium conference, saying 
it neither laid any floral tribute on 
the altar of idols nor adversely af- 
fected the material advantaves which 
many of the interested powers derive 
from opium traffic. That was why, 
Mr. MacWhite declared, he deemed it 
his duty to support the American pro- 
posal for practical measures gradually 
to suppress opium traffic. 

Praises Japan. 

After praising the example set by 
Japan for the abolition cf opium 
smoking, Mr. MacWhite said Javan

Porter Raps Lord Cecil. 

Mr. Porter declared Viscount Cecil's 
charge false and characterized it as 
a vile slander upon the people of the 
United States. 

The British representative withdrew 
his charge with an apology for hav- 
ing made it, but he was so affected by 
Mr. Porter's speech that he wanted 
to go back to England immediately. 
Fellow delegates,. however, succeeded 
in calming him. 

In view of the desperate situation, 
Herlaf Zahle, president of the confer- 
ence, spent the evening visiting tie 
delegates in an endeavor to find some 
means of prevénting a breakdown in 
the deliberations. Other influences 
also were at work to avoid a rupture. 
The initiators of this movement said 
they hoped it would prove successful. 

M. Zahle told the correspondent of 
the Associated Press tonight that after

therein by the written words of the 
people themselves,” 


Mr. Beveridge asserted that the 
United States was overburdened by 
federal, state and local legislation. 
Administration of the laws, he. said, 
has become “‘peremptory, insolent and 
autocratic,” until officials have be- 
come vexatious tyrants and citizens 
have become cringing subjects. 


Smothered With Laws. 


“The nation and every state are 
well-night smothered with multitudes 
of laws,” said the speaker. ‘No hu- 
man heing knows even how many 
statutes are hidden within the for- 
bidden covers of thousands of volumes 
that contain the acts of congress and 
the legislatures. No human being 
knows even the number of city ordi- 
nances, much less the purpose ot) 
them. 

“The country would be better off if, | 
for every new law passed. an old law 
were repealed. We complain of law- 
lessness, but is not excess legislation | 
a basie cause of jawlessness? How can | 
anybody obey every law when nobody | 
know or can know how many laws 
there are or what they command or | 
forbid? 

“Tt has come to pass that the mass | 
of American legislation is restrictive. 
We boast that ours is the land of lib- | 
erty, yet the American people are, by | 
law forbidden to do more things and, | 
by law, ordered to do more things} 
than was the case in Russia under the 
czar, or Turkey, under the sultan.” 


Scores Nature of Laws. 


Not only the armber of laws and 
the “whimsical and arbitrary enforce: 
ment of them” but also the nature of 
many of them is.in defiance of human 
nature and the «spirit of free institu- 
tions, said Mr. Beveridge. 

“Some of the J'en Commandments 
have been put on our statute books, 
as they should be.” he continued. “But 
others cannot be iegislated or enforced 
by any device of human government. 
Zou cannot force children to reverence 
parents; you cannact prevent coveteous- 
ness or create altruistic love.

«x few months ago for paying too mucb 
attention to the girl. 

He said in the confession that he 
met the girl after church Sunday night 
and that they spent that night, most 
of Monday and last night in his auto- 
mobile riding about the country near 
Pekin. Early today, when the girl's 
father was. seen approaching, the con- 
fession said, she asked him to kill her. 

Leichtenberger said he fired once as 
she sat in the automobile and she 
asked him to shoot again. He said he 
pulled the trigger again without look- 
ing at her and then shot himself twice. 
He indicated they had planned to kill 
themselves, stating that he wanted 
her to marry him but she refused be- 
eause her parents objected. She want- 
ed him to get poison, he said, but he 
could not obtain any, so procured his 
uncle’s pistol on Saturday. He said 
he had urged the girl to return home 
after she met him Sunday night but 
she refused.

Hardly a state in the union 
is without its scandal of official 
frauds, and indignation at corruption 
of this sort “blows over” with time. 
Politics, is usually left to the self- 
seekers. Chivalry toward women is 
passing out of fashion, and manners 
are losing their charm and grace. 

Is this picture overdrawn? Are 
these defects overmatched by our mani 
fest good qualities in other respects? 
Is it not time for America to brace 
up?

The mountain people of this state 
and their mode of living has been her- 
alded over thousands of miles of this 
land of ours, as many writers have de- 
picted their customs and conditions, 
but nothing brings so vividly to the 
mind true to life and its queen happen- 
ings as when it is depicted through 
drama. One may read the descrip- 
tion cf a scene or a.. action over and 
over again or hear it told, but it will 
not leave upon the mind the same im- 
pression as is made when the scene 
or action is witnessed. 

Drama, as we all know, is the imi- 
tation of a complete action, adapted to 
the sympathetic attention of man and 
developed in a succession of interesting 
and related incidents, acted and ex- 
pressed by means of speech and the 
symbols, actualities and conditions of 
life. 

The plays of the Carolina Playmak- 
ers are the most significant exam. 
ples of American folk drama. They are 
written by the students of the State 
University and played by them, after 
havine designed the costumes and stage 
settings of scenes they are familiar 
with and customs they have known for 
years. As Lula Vollmer wrote of the 
North Carolina folk, so are the stu- 
dents of this college learning to de- 
pict the life in the rural districts of 
the state, 

The incidents of the play “Fixin’s.” 
one of the creations of this group. is 
drawn from real life and is a tragedy 
of a young tenant farmer and his 
wife. One loved fixin’s.and the other 
loved land, and between the two loves 
the tragedy came. In “Gaius and 
Gaius, Jr.,”’ the principal character, 
Gaius Mayfield, is also taken from 
real life. He was an irascible old 
gentleman of the old school, hot-tem- 
pered and the absolute master of his 
household. Two of the incidents are 
said to have actually happened, that 
of the town protesting against his 
working his negroes on Sunday, and 
his constant fear of dying. 

There are players and playmakers 
everywhere, but where can one find 
outside of North Carolina, an organ- 
ization which writes its own plays, 
produces them and designs all stage 
equipment and costumes. It is indeed 
a unique institution, all due to the un- 
tiring efforts of Professor Frederick 
H. Koch, who conceived the idea of 
developing American drama through 
folk plays. 

When Professor Koch first went to 
North Carolina from the prairie land 
of North Dakota, where the idea of 
folk-playing was born, he little real 
ized what a wealth of tradition and 
dramatic material Jay dormant in the 
hills of his new home. Through his 
inspiration and teaching, this state 
is now nationally recognized as the 
leader in the making of a great Peo- 
ple’s theater. After six years of 
faithful interpretation of the life of 
North Carolina through the medium 
of the drama, the playmakers have 
endeared themselves to the hearts of 
the people so that the formation of a 
repertory company in North Carolina 
seems inevitable in order to meet the 
urgent demands made for these pro- 
ductions throughout the stafe. 

The Atlanta Drama league brings 
this unusual organization to this city 
next Monday, to present them in three 
of their most popular productions, « 
play of folk superstition, a tragedy 
of farm life aml a farce-comedy of 
the old south. In Atlanta there ex- 
ists two North Carolina societies, 
one of men and one of women, com- 
posed of some of the most prominent 
and highly cultured people of the city 
and it can only be with great pride 
and satisfaction to these memberg tv 
greet the youth of their native state, 
who are so talented and whose pleas- 
ure it is to promote the much popu- 
larized movement of community drama 
and a Jittle theater in every place. 

The Carolina Folk-players travel by 
means of two specially equipped mo- 
rtor busses, one conveying the cast and 
the other all stage properties. New 
and attractive scenery has been built 
for these productions and no efforts 
have been spared to give the plays 
their proper setting. They are truly 
depicting the life of the Carolina 
mountains as based on what they have 
seen themselves and on stories handed 
down to them from earlier generations.

Traveling expenses form an impor- 
tant ites in the returns of many tax- 
payers. The revenue act of 1924 
provides that traveling expenses, in- 
cludimg tailroad* fares and the entire 
emount expended for meals and lodg- 
ing when away from home solely on a 
business trip may be deducted by a 
texpayer from gross income in de- 
termining net income upon which the 
tax is to be assessed. On a journey 
{cr other than business purposes, .rail- 
road fares are personal expenses and 
the cost of meals and lodgings are liv- 
ing expenses. Therefore, they cannot 
be deducted. 

If a salesman is not reimbursed by 
his employer for his traveling ex 
penses, or if employed on a commis- 
sion basis with no expense allowance, 
his entire traveling expenses may be 
deducted from gross income. If he 
receives a salary and is also repaid 
fur traveling expenses, he should in- 
clude in his return of gross income 
the amount of repayment and may de- 
duct such expenses. 

A salesman receiving a salary and 
an. allowance for meals and lodging 
should include the allowance in gross 
income, from which may be deducted 
the cost of meals and lodging. 


Only such traveling expenses as 
tre “reasonable and necessary in the 
eonduct of the business and directly 
attributable to it” may be deducted. 
Mxamyples are payment for the use of 
«x sample room, or the hire of ve 
hicles used in visiting customers, 

A taxpayer claiming a deduction 
tor traveling expenses must attach to 
bis return a etatement showing the 
nature of the business in which en- 
caged; number of days away from 
home during the taxable year on ac- 
count of business; total amount of 
expenses incident to meals and lodg- 
ing while absent from home on busi- 
1ess; total amount of other expense>s 
incident to travel and claimed ae a 
deduction. Among the “other ex: 
yenses” are tips, wihch are held to be 
a part of traveling expenses, pro- 
vided they are reasonable in amount 

Claims for traveling expenses must 
be substantiated when required by fhe 
commissioner of internal revenue by 
reeorcs showing in detail the amount 
ind nature of the expenses incurred. 

Suburbanites who commute daily 
from their homes to their places of 
business are not permitted -to deduct 
the cost of transportation, it being a 
nersonal expense.

UF SUEET STORM 


New York, January 20.—A _ vio- 
lent snow and sleet storm, which for 
New York city was the second big 
one of the season, today tossed a 
mantle over the northeastern section 
of the United States and _ then 
romped seaward. 

One man, blinded by the blizzard, 
walk i into a trolley car and was 
killed.

Fichinn Trip 


New Orleans, La., January 20.— 
WeatLer-beaten, sunburned, and with 
blistered, bleeding hands, Dr. W. F. 
Lorenz, a professor at the University 
of Wisconsin, and his ten fishermen 
have arrived here after struggling 16 
hours with a storm in a small fishing 
schooner in the Gulf of Mexico. Their 
experience included shipwreck, and 
being without food for two days in 
A Mexican jail on a charge of filibus- 
tering. 

It was a thrilling tale Dr. Lorenz 
and his sailore told Tuesday, worthy 
of the real buccaneering days on the 
Spunish main. 

Left on Fishing Trip. 

“We left Pensacola on January 6,” 
Dr. Lorenz said, “carrying nothing 
aboard the schooner Ruth but bait 
and ice and food enough for a three 
week?’ trip. Our plan included a 
run down along the Mexican coast, 
a few days’ fishing on the banks there 
avd the run back to Pensacola. Wind 
and weather were fine all during the 
first part of the trip and we had 
fnleuned several happy days when our 
reams were ended with a crash as 
the ship piled on Alacran reef just 
before daybreak Saturday. 

“The weather early in the morn- 
ing was very misty and the [Perez 
island light, 16 miles away, was not 
visible from our position, to the north- 
east. At the first crash the vessel] 
stuck fast on the coral reef, her stern 
jutting up several feet out of the 
waver.
